MENDMENTS to existing legislation 
A were outlined by Mr. DERRIG, 
Minister of Education, moving the 


stage. of .the Children Bill, 1940, in 
the Dail vesterday. a : ' 

[he most important amendments, he said, 
related to the grounds of committal to in- 
dustrial schools» In the Act ‘of 1908 the 
grounds were laid down as ‘‘found wandering, 


ot having any home or settled place of 
abode -or visible means of subsistence,’’ and 
“found wandering, having no parent - or 
guardian, or a parent or guardian who does 


not exercise proper guardianship.’ It was 
now proposed to delete the word ‘‘wandering”’ 
in both places where it occurred, there being 
no legal definition oí. the word in the 
principal Act.. Jt was intended that ‘all: the 
other circumstances, apart. from wandering, 
should be regargled as sufficient for committal] 
tc an industrial schoo], A case actually had 
arisen where a parent in prison for a rather 
serious offence had refused his. consent to the 


child being committed under the Act of 1929,’ 


which governed the committal of children 
who had committed nd offence,- but? who had 
been found in a state of destitution.’ Apart 
from. such a case, he felt that the Courts 
should have discretion wheré, not both; but 
ove of the parents was in prison, to consider 
whether in the child’s. best interests he or 
she should not be committed to an industrial 
echool, and that was beinz provided. 

Their object was to extend as far as 
possible, without interfering with the funda- 
nental principle of the parents’ consent, the 
discretion of the Courts under Section 58 of 
tie principal Act. He proposed to delete 
the words in the Act, “by reason of criminal 
or drunken habits,’ though he felt that some 
further amendment would be necessary, They 
proposed to increase the age- of committal to 
a vetormatory Írom the 16 vears’ limit to 17 
years. Formerly the.definition of a. young 
person was from twelve years to sixteen, and 
it now would be from twelve to seventeen. 
They were making no change in the agé limits 
In regard to industrial schools, but they were 
taking powers in cases of committal before 
14 years to continue detention until 17, with 
the consent of the, parents; and where the 
child would . benefit substantially from a 
special education. : | 


REFORMATORY SCHOOLS 


In the case of reformatory schools, they 
were reducing the period of detention from 
4 to 5 vears to 2 to 4 years. Where condi- 
tions regarding licensed or conditional release 
were not being fulfilled, the Gardii would 
be empowered to bring the offender back to 
the school without reference to the Courts, 
and it Was proposed to increase the period of 
after-care supervision in industrial schools in 
special cases at the Minister’s discretion from 
18 years. up to 21 years, and in regard to 
reformatories from 19 years to 21 years. The 
power to commit a child on the ground of 
destitution was being embodied in the bill, 
with the provision that. the parents could 
object within fourteen days, and that if the. 
conditron of destitution ended it.would be in 
the discretion of the Minister to order an 
immediate release. 

Commenting on the fact that, while the 
State contribution was 7s. 6d. per head, the 
average contribution of the local authorities 
was 4s. 2d. per head, and it sometimes was 
as low-as 2s. 6d. per head per week, the. 
Minister said that the. intention of the law 
that the loeal authorities should contribute 
as-much as. the State was not being fulfilled. 
In the existing circumstances the maintenance 
of those institutions was becoming more 
difficult, but even if there never had been a 
war situation they intended to make regula- 
tions governing the contributions.

Replying to the debate, the MINISTER 
said that there seemed to be some mis- 
apprehension about the position of parents 
under this bill, There was no interference 
with the liberties of parents, except where 
the patents were destitute and unable to 
support: their children. Once he was satis- 
fied that the parents were in a position to 
support. their children the Minister had no 
option but to release them. : i 
He could not understand the stigma which 
was said to lie upon children who had been 
to industrial schools, The vast majority of 
children there had not been charged with 
any offence, as every person should know, 
At the present time 3/5 per cent. of the 
children in the ‘industrial schools are there 
through destitution; 23 per cent. because 
they were homeless and without parents; 
15 ‘per cent, were children who had been 
found begging, and 13 per cent. because of 
breaches of the School Attendance Act. Less 
than ten per cent. of the children in the 
industrial schoels had been charged with any 
offence which in the case of an adult would 
be punishable by imprisonment, and of these 
children more than half were under twelve 
yeurs. These figures would give the Dail an 
idea of the extent of the problem of destitute 
children. : 
“It ‘is saddening to think,” said Mr. 
Derrig, “the many hundreds of children that 
there are to whose upkeep their parents can 
make no contribution. It is the duty of 
the State to see that these children do not 
suffer, but receive the care and attention 
that is their due. We must get away from 
looking on these schools as penal institutions. 
They are nothing of the sort.” 
Licensing of the children, said the Minister, 
is a safeguard and merely enables the school 
to recall the child. 
Replying to criticisms that the system took 
children away from their parents, the Minister 
pointed out that if they have homes the 
children are only away from them for a very 
short time—a greut deal shorter time than 
the average child attending a secondary or 
other boarding school.

DEVELOPMENT 


On the final stage of the Electricity (Supply) 
(Amendment) Bill, 1940, 

Mr. P, McGILLIGAN (F.G., Dublin) urged 
that the accounts of the Turf Develogment 
Board should be published. The Board was 
now ‘‘in double harness’’ with the Electricity 
Supply Board, and it was more important 
than ever, therefore, that the people should 
know what money the Board was spending 
and how it was being spent. What were the 
sums, he asked, voted to the E.S.B. under 
the various Acts that amounted to £9,000,000 
odd’? There should also be a definite state- 
ment at this stage of its development as to 
whether a superannuation scheme would be 
introduced in the E.S.B. during 1941. 

It had been intended originally that elec- 
tricity should be supplied to all towns with a 
population of 500 or over, but there were still 
towns, such as Ballinrobe with 1,300 of a 
population, Dingle with 1,800, Clifden with 
1, and Manorhamilton with 1,000, which 
were not being supplied by the E.S.B. 


DEPUTY AND TURF BOARD 


Mr. J. M. DILLON (F.G., Monaghan) 
said that in a recent speech before a Dublin 
scientific society Mr. MacEntee, in a 
reference to peat development, admitted that 
present development was of an experimental 
nature, and invited informed criticism. That 
criticism was fortheoming within 48 hours, 
the critic complaining that there was grave 
misunderstanding within the counsels of the 
Turf Development Sgieme.

MR. MACENTEE’S REPLY

IS THERE A PRICES 


COMMISSION ? 


On the second stage of the Imposition of 
Duties (Confirmation of Orders) o, 2) Bill, 
1940, Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that the orders were made 
arising out of an agreement between Irish 
cotton manufacturers and cotton -manufac- 


to the Prices Commission provided for in the 
1938 London Agreements was withdrawn and 
an arrangement made under which a certain 
proportion of the Irish market formerly eup- 
lied by imported goods would be reserved 
or the products of British manufacturers. 
It was also arranged that, in return, British 
manufacturers would secure to Irish manu- 
facturers an adequate supply of raw materials 
as long as these were available. Some of the 
orders provided for a reduction in the rate .of 
duty, principally in such cloths as bed tick- 
ing, bed mattress cloths, certain shirtings, 
pyjama cloths, and cloth for dungarees and 
protective garments. The Orders fixed rates 
of duty on candles, tapers and night lights 
recommended by the crá Commiasion at 
the reguest of British manufacturers under 
the terms oí the 1958 agreement. 

Mr. J. M. DILLON said that candles were 
used mainly by the poor. Recently when the 
price of candles fell by 6s. a case he inquired 
the reason, and he found that the matter 
had been the subject of an inquiry by the 
Prices Commission. 
not alone had the Irish candle-makers. been 
reaping for themselves the benefit of a 30 
per cent. tariff, but an extra profit of 6s. a 
case as well. One manufacturing firm, which 
os ee a monopoly in this country, had just 
published its accounts, showing a profit of 
£24,000 on the current year’s trading. Last 
year the Prices Commission had declared 
that £4,500 was a normal profit for the con- 
cern. That profit was surprising in the light 
of the assurance given by the Minister for 
Supplies that he was watching profits from 
day to day. Every time a tarilt came be-

BERE 


——— 
ALLEGED POLITICAL 
DISCRIMINATION 


On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. T. 
MURPHY (Labour, Cork W.), referring to 
employment on defence works on Bere Island, 
said that the story of this employment was 
one of rank political discrimination during the 
past two years. It was generally known that 
nobody would get employment except on the 
recommendation of the local branch of 
Fianna Fail or a member of the Government 
Party. He denied that any power to give 
employment was vested in the military officer 
in charge, as repeated applications to the 
officer had failed. Why was this objection 
to having an inquiry into such a matter? The 
Minister had told them that employment was 
iven on the nomination of deputies of the 
ouse, but he (Mr. owe could say that 
not one of the deputies for West Cork, who 
were not members of the Government Party, 
was responsible for the employment of a 
single man there. One man who could not 
get work was told by the local people that 
the reason was because he would not join the 
local branch of Fianna Fail. Fianna Fail 
supporters on Bere Island were quite frank 
about it, and another man was told, ‘‘ Our 
own men first.”” When the island was handed 
over by the British a clean sweep was made 
of all whose view-point was not that of the 
Government. 

There were two branches of Fianga Fail 
in Bere Island, and he was informéd that 
the work available was divided between them, 
and between them and the deputy there was 
no room for anybody else. 
Mr. T. O’SULLIVAN (F.F., Cork W.) 
said that, instead of political discrimination 
existing. the members of Fianna Fail work- 
ing on the island were in a minority. Only 
nine of the maintenance staff were members 
of the Fianna Fail Party; of the total 
number employed, members of the Fianna 
Fail Party were in a minority. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT 


Mr, OSCAR TRAYNOR, Minister for 
Defence, assured the House that the necessity 
of securing reliable men for work on military 
posts was not new—it had operated before 
Fianna Fail came into power. It was neces- 
sary then, as now, to see that the people 
employed could be relied upon. The lists 
were prepared within the Department of 
Defence from the lists of names submitted 
by deputies and other reliable people—local 
Be sn and. shopkeepers. Deputy 
O'Sullivan had submitted names, and he (the 
Minister) did not avail. himself of that 
facility, which had always been afforded 
them. Whenever any officer in any military 
works told him that a man was unsuitable 
for the work or was suspicious in his move- 
ments, he (the Minister) had endorsed the 
view on every occasion that that man should 
be removed from the precincta of such 
military works. 

He had never and did not intend to 
inquire into the politics of men sent forward 
to him for this work. Deputy O’Sullivan had 
told him that among names sent to him were 
some who were his opponents in politics, but 
who had given good service in the past, 
and he did not discriminate against them. 
He tried always to employ married men with

SHOCKING WEATHER 


“We tried to climb throngh it, but could 
not,” said the sergeant pilot. “We went 
up to 14,000 feet without  etting clear, Then 
it started to snow, and very soon the outside 
of the ‘ront turret was thickly covered. ‘The 
front gunner could not see a thing, so he 
came out, There was snow all over the top 
part of. his clothing. 

“Things got worse. ‘The airspeed indi- 
cators froze up. 4 asked the second pilot 
what he thought, and he agreed that it 
seemed pretty useless trying to get through. 
We were about eighty miles inland, and, 
turning, we set course for base Ten minutes 
later the starboard engine started missing, 
then the engine failed altogether, probably 
because of ice in the carburettor. I decided 
to get rid of the bombs to lighten the aircraft. 
By. this time we had got down to. about 
11,000 feet. 


CAUGHT BY SEARCHLIGHTS 


“1 could not keep height at all, and we 
kept going into steep spirals, losing a 
thousand feet at a time, with the aircraft 
temporarily out of control. At one time 
we were actually heading east again. Six 
searchlights caught the machine and fastened 
on to us. 1 could hear the shells bursting 
underneath and to the side. Every now and 
then we kept going into those horrible spirals. 
The wireless operator was thrown across the 
aircraft and broke his ankle, but he got back 
to his wireless and kept working it. 

“I had already told the crew to get their 
parachutes on, but, with the front gunner 
injured, it would have been im ossible for 
us to have left the aircraft. We couldn't 
have got him out. I had a feeling at the 
back of my mind, too, that the starboard 
engine would pick up again once we got out 
of cloud. The whole thing was a night- 
mare. I don't know how the guns missed us. 


HOME AFTER ALL 


“With only one engine 1 couldn't take 
any evasive action. We ran slap through a 
balloon barrage; 1 saw about half a dozen 
balloons on our port side. We were still on 
one engine then, and I just flew on. The 
artificial horizon was not working, and with 
the air speed indicator gone. I couldn't, tell 
when we were nearing stalling point. We 
had dropped to about a thousand feet when 
the starboard engine picked up at last, and 
so we got home after all.” 

Other aircraft got through to Western 
Germany, but it was clouds and piercing cold 
all the way. One aircraft returning from 
operations last night met a Messerschmitt 
110. In the words of the pilot, the enemy 
machine came up to attack us from below. 
My rear gunner watched him getting closer 
and closer on our tail. The rear gunner told 
me ‘that if 1 kept a steady course he was 
sure he could bring it down. | 

“ He opened fire before the Messerschmitt 
had a chance, and within a few seconds he 
saw it shoot up vat and then dive 
headlong into the sea. sooking down we 
saw a vivid flash. Evidently the enemy 
fighter had blown up on striking the water.” 


RAIDERS OVER 
BRITAIN

Bombs in three districts in the dark hours 
early yesterday broke the lull in the air war 
over Britain, which had lasted nearly two 
whole days and nights, the longest clear 
period since intensified air raids began, “mm 
a Press Association telegram.

During a brief ‘‘alert’’ in the London 
area a bomb hit a ‘house, but caused no 
casualties.

Eight Messerschmitt 109’s, flying high 
across the Channel in the afternoon, turned 
when intercepted by a patrol of Spitfires. 

The British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué issued last night

“ During daylight to-day small numbers of 
enemy aircraft have been active over the 
Channel and the South-East coast of England. 
Bombs which were dropped in a town on 
the South-East coast shortly after noon de- 
molished some shops and houses and caused 
a small number of casualties. 

“ One enemy aircraft was destroyed by 
our fighters this morning without loss to 
ourselves. 

‘In the course of last night’s operations 
one of our bombers shot down an enemy 
twin-engined fighter.”’

FOOD PLIGHT OF PEOPLE 


UNDER GERMAN RULE 


The feeding of people subject to German 
rule could only be done at the cost of the 
lives and limbs of British people, and, the 
choice might become ‘‘ their stomachs or our 
lives.”

ONLY A FIRST STEP 
TO EXPANSION

B* adopting the principles of their 

consultants’ plans and _ pro- 
posals, the Corporation—through its 
General Purposes Committee, which 
consists of all the members of the 
Municipal Council—have taken the 
first of three steps that are necessary 
to give full effect to the provisions of 
the Town and Regional Planning 
Act, as they will apply to the Metro- 


politan area of Greater Dublin. 

In a strictly legal sense yesterday's resolu- 
tion of the General Purposes Committee has 
very limited effects. Before the ma then 
approved can imply statutory authority two 
further steps must be taken. The Municipal 
Council must formally register its approval 
of a ‘draft scheme,” to be developed on the 
principles of the ‘‘sketch plan” adopted 
vesterday. Then, having complied with 
somewhat. complicated preliminary procedure, 
the Corporation may apply to the Minister 
for Local Government, who may approve, 
reject, or amend the plans to be presented 
before they have full statutory effects. 

An optimistic estimate of the time re- 
quired to reach that final stage would sug- 
gest that at least two further years may 
elapse before the Minister is called on to 
signify his approval, or otherwise, of plans 
which have yet to be prepared 


IMMEDIATE RESULTS 


In the meantime its may be assumed that 
the Consultants’ report, and its endorsement 
by the General Purposes Committee, will 
have many practicai reactions. Not only 
thf Corporation and the City Manager, but 
the County Council and other local 
authorities in Greater Dublin, will have 
strong grounds on which to — proposals 
which may infringe the principles laid down 
in the Consultants’ ‘‘sketch development 
plan.” Consequently, its moral and adminis- 
trative, if not its strictly legal, effects will 
be of immediate and material importance. 

Were it not that the plans now approved 
are provisional and tentative, the consul- 
tants supplementary report—in which 
they indicate the need seriously to revise 
the housing in proposals of their original re- 
port—might be regarded as a departure from 
the principles then laid down. As the plans 
now approved are provisional—to be modi- 
fied and revised in the light of unforeseen 
developments—there is ample time and op- 
portunity to embody the lessons of recent 
military experience in the ‘‘ draft scheme 
that is now to be prepared. 


THE TRIBUNAL’S PLAN 


Other especially interesting facts presented 
in the reports of the Consultants and the Town 
Planning Committee are: that the members 
of the Greater Dublin Tribunal were con- 
sulted as to the suitability of plans to the 
later constitution of a Metropolitan Council 
for the entire city and county; that the re- 
port of the Transport Tribunal—when ob- 
tainable—will be taken into account in the 
oreparation of the ‘‘draft scheme ' now to 
u considered; and that the plans oí Port 
and Docks Board will come under review in 
the development of the final proposals to be 
submitted to the Municipal Council. 


ADMINISTRATIVE 
REACTIONS 
Broadly considered, yesterday’s proceed-

TRAVEL TO EIRE IS 
RATIONED

LONDON, Wednesday. 


So great has been the demand for pas- 
senger travel to and from Ireland between 
December 19 and January 4 that it will have 
to be rationed. 

The L.M.S. announced to-day that, because 
of the very limited steamship accommodation 
between these dates, all passengers—including 
children of all ages—will have to obtain in 
advance a “sailing ” ticket, which is free. 
The “ sailing” ticket must be produced 
boarding the steamer, together with the usual 
rail and steamer travel ticket, and the neces- 
sary exit permit card from the British Pass- 
port and Permit Office. Applications for these 
“sailing” tickets must be made at least 
seven days in advance before the date of 
travel. 

At Euston Station to-night 1 was told that 
they have a small number of the “'sailing ” 
tickets available there for travel from Holy- 
head on the 19th, 20th, 21st. 22nd, 25rd and 
24th December. It is expected that these will 
he snapped up within the next few days. No- 
thing is known at present as regards issues 
for Christmas Day and beyond. Another im- 
portant fact is that people sailing from the 
19th onwards must leave Euston (there is an 
8.45 p.m. train) the previous day to the date 
of the boat’s sailing, and not on an carly 
morning train the same day, as at present.

THE following interview with An Taoiseach has been given to Robert 
Bunnelle, Associated Press Staff Reporter — 


Eamon. de Valera, head of the Irish Government, said in an inter. 


‘* It is quite wrong to suggest that in our attitude in this war there is 
any hostility to Britain, but, unfortunately, | think there is considerable 
evidence in the tone of the British Press to-day of hostility toward us—an 


which he described as 


The tall, New York born Irishman, who 
warred for Irish independence and is deter- 
mined to defend the right of his country to 
remain neutral, said suggestions had been 
made that, while the Irish people were 
living in plenty, supplies were being with- 
held from Britain. ‘‘ It was said also,” Mr. 
de Valera continued, ‘‘that our lights aided 
German raiding craft.” The oft-exploded 
story of German submarines refuelling on 
our coasts is being constantly repeated, 
although it has been officially demied by 
British Ministers themselves. A few days 
ago a widely circulating British daily, claim- 
ing to give inside information about Ireland, 
printed a fantastic story about the size of 
the German Legation here, with its agents 
in the “ ports which must not be used by 
Britain.’ 

[ asked Mr. de Valera why he called these 
Press stories sinister. 

He said that such a campaign could only 
be calculated to excite hostility against Ire- 
land among the ordinary people of Britain, 
and if persisted in could only lead to a new 
act of aggression and a further disastrous 
chapter in the history of Anglo-Irish rela- 
tions. A campaign of this kind, he added, 
would, of course, not be persisted in against 
a strong Power. 


STREET LIGHTS 


“Take, for example, the question of our 
lights,’ Mr. de Valera went on. ‘‘ Natur- 
ally, those appear very bright to visitors 
coming from black-out areas iu Britain; but, 
as you have observed, all our street lights 
in Dublin have been cowled. The same is 
true of all our other cities and towns. This 
was done deliberately at the beginning of 
the war to prevent the possibility of sky 
glare being used to guide the aircraft of 
one belligerent to attack another. Modern 
methods of air navigation are so perfected 
as to be quite independent of such adventi- 
tious aids. But,” he added, ‘surely a 
sufficient answer to these charges is that 
the British Government themselves have 
never made any representations on the 


matter.”

“You referred 
supplies,” I said. 
rationed here.’’ 

‘“Why should we be rationed?’’ Mr. de 
Valera replied.. - ‘We are an agricultural 
country and we produce more than we use. 
There is no question of our withholding sup- 
plies to Britain. The fact is that Britain is 
not taking what we could supply her with. 
For example. cream lard and potatoes are 
not allowed into Britain from this country. 
Britain has definitely limited the amounts 
of bacon and bacon pigs which she will take 
from us. The British Ministry of Food re- 
cently drastically cut down the number of 
fat cattle and sheep normally sent from here, 
a meat is severely rationed in Britain. 
Considerable quantities of our butter were 
available at much Jess than the fixed price 
Our own consumers have to pay, but Britain 
apparently did not want our butter. No 
doubt,” added Mr. de Valera, “the British 
Government have good reasons for the 
rationing and food restrictions to which I 
have referred, but for anybody to suggest 
that we are contributing to Britain’s diffi- 
culties by refusing supplies is dishonest.”’

I ‘then asked Mr. de Valera if he had 
seen Mr. Shaw s statement on the ports which 
had appeared in the Glasgow paper, Forward. 

He had seen it, Mr. de Valera said, and 
regretted that Mr. Shaw had seen fit to 
write it. 

“In the context of the Press campaign I 
have mentioned,” he continued, “Mr. 
Shaw’s article can only be read as an incite- 
ment to the people of Britain, harassed and 
smarting with the wounds of war, to attack 
us. Mr. Shaw’s attempt to find a moral 
justification for the suggested attack is,” 
Mr. de Valera said, “ simply contemptible. 
He is, of course, not the first who, finding 
himself in difficulties with the moral code, 
has sought to argue: ‘to do a great right, do 
a little wrong.’ Nor is he the first whe 
would justify the stronger’s throwing the 
weaker to the wolves in an effort to save 
himself. Stripped of its casuistry, Mr. 
Shaw’s doctrine is that the rights, the very 
existence of the weak, must be sacrificed to 
the interests of the strong. 

‘Truly, the George Bernard Shaw of the 
Forward article has travelled far from the 
George Bernard Shaw who, at the beginning 
of the last wai, championed the right of the 
Belgian’ people tc remain neutral and peti- 
tioned the President of the United States, 
urging : 

“ Britain, France and Germany to 
withdraw from the soil of Belgium, and 
fight out their quarrel on their own 
territorv,’’ adding: “the belligerent 
armies have no right to be in Belgium, 
much Jess to fight in Belgium, and in- 
volve the innocent inhabitants of that 
country in their reciprocal slaughter.’’ 


COUNTRY WOULD BECOME 
COCK-PIT 


“The Mr. Shaw of to-day is apparently 
quite ready to involve the innocent “in- 
habitants of his own country in a more in- 
discriminate and cruel slaughter. His sugges- 
tion that Ireland need only ‘ sit tight’ and 
‘ protest ” is too ingenuous to seem plausible 
even to the ignorant. Mr. Shaw must know 
full well that the matter could not, and 
would not, rest there. He knows what tlie 
duties of a neutral are; he knows that the 
moment we permitted any part of our: terri- 
tory to be used by one belligerent against 
another, the whole of our territory would be 
open to attack by the aggrieved party, and’ 
our country made a cock-pit as Belgium was. 
Those who urge Britain to take the course 
indicated by Mr. Shaw,”’ Mr. de Valera went 
on, ‘‘ are neither friends of the British people, 
nor of the Irish people. They are the enemies 
of both. They are urging the re-opening of 
the centuried-conflict between the two peoples, 
which all true friends of both have been en- 
deavouring to bring, and almost succeeded 
in bringing, to a close for ever. They are 
undoing the work which understanding and 
good-will has accomplished in recent years. 

“ What purpose can Mr. Shaw have in view 
in misleading the British people to believe 
that the Irish people would not resist attack, 
or that in so resisting they would not have 
as just a cause as any for which men ever 
gave their lives. Mr. Shaw’s article, like the 
Press campaign of which it now forms a part, 
must, even if it has no other consequences, 
tend to stir. up the old bitterness, resentment 
and distrust between the two nations. I can 
only deplore the article, which I regard as 
in every way irresponsible and mischievous,” 
Mr. de Valera concluded.

mountains, near Pogradetz. Italian resist- 
ance is stated to have been much heartened 
by rumours of the approach of the first re- 
inforcements. 

A column of Italian armoured motor cycles 
passing through Lin, north of Pogradetz, 
yesterday, towards the village of Uguristhe, 
was ambushed by the Greeks. They were 
repulsed, and eleven motor cycles captured, 
Heavy fighting, which has characterised this 
section lately, continues, and the issue has 
yet to be decided i 

Violent fighting also continued to-day in 


the Teveli sector, where the Italians, who 
lave been reinforced, are making a desperate 
efiort to prevent the Greeks trom descending 
into the river vallev. In the Slumbi valley, 
which leads to Elbasan, the Greeks have 
advanced to positions in front of Vrepka. 
Desperate Italian counter-attacks, intended 


to hold up Greek’ progress, have failed. 
North of Pogradetz, where fierce fighting is 
in progress, the Greeks are maintaining their 
positions in spite of all attacks. 
Along the Lake Qchrida coast road the 
Greeks have advanced a mile and a quarter 
in spite of rivers of snow, mixed with rain. 


BIG TACTICAL MOVEMENT 

Reports from the front to-day (says a. Press 
Association War Special from ‘Athens last 
night) suggest that a major tactical move- 
ment designed to produce new gains is 
sfeadily developing. -_In Southern Albania 
the effect of the seizure of Mussolini’s three 
main bases—Santi Quaranta, Delvino and 
Argyrocastro—is already becoming. apparent. 
The Greck advance in this region has 
acquired something of the inevitability of a 
steam-roller, but further north the impetus 
given by the Greek capture of Koritza and.

While salmon and trout spawning in the tribu- 
taries of Lough Neagh have had most tevourable 
conditions, with plenty oí water in the Bann, 
Maine, Moyola, Ballinderry, Blackwater, Upper 
Bann, etc., pollan have not had so good a time. 
These fish, once a staple commercial industry of 
the Lough giving employment to about 800 people, 
spawn in November-December, shedding the ova 
in the shallows of the Lough. The eggs stick to 
stones and rocks until -hatched out about March. 
Violent wind storms, such as were prevalent in 
November, tear the eggs from their moorings and 
they perish. Some time the ova lies in heavy 
masses on the shores of the Lough after a heavy 
storm. Atiempts at artificial propagation of pollan 
have not been successful. 
In the past two fishing seasons there has been 
a decided improvement in pollan fishing. Pollan 
take four years to come to maturity.

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No one regularly reading the week-end 
Rugby football results could fail to have 
been impressed with the consistent successes 
of the Portorn Royal School” XV. in recent 
months.

points had been scored against 34. In order 
really to test out this XV., strong club 
teams came from Dublin and Belfast, but 
without success—a strong Lansdowne ‘‘A”’ 
team suffering a defeat of 70 points to nil! 
The Ulster Schools’ XV. of that year con- 
tained nine of the Portora players, and 
Leinster was beaten by 8 goals and 12 tries 
(76 points) to nil! Five of the Portora XV. 
afterwards played for Ireland. 

Only one other public school can boast of 
having had five boys in the same XV. who 
afterwards played for their country, and 
that school is Dulwich College. It is of 
interest to note that that particular XV. was 
““coached ” by Cédlonel Gibbon, the present 
Headmaster of Campbell College, Northern 
Ireland, when he was an assistant master at 
Dulwich. The five international players were 
Doherty (Ireland), Donald and Louden 
Shand (Scotland), C. N, Lowe and Jerry 
Greenwood (England), While the five 
Portora boys all played for the same country 
—Ireland—the five Dulwich boys _repre- 
sented three different countries, 

Some years ago, in a discussion of great 
Rugby football teams in the ‘“‘Irishman’s 
Diary,” Dr. George H. Wood, who was a 
member of the 1908-1909 XV., provided some 
interesting information about the Portora 
team. He played full-back because he was 
unable to get a place in the three-quarter 
line, although he afterwards played in that 
position for Trinity and for Ireland. 

To relieve the monotony, he said, he tried 
to develop into a try-scoring full-back. He 
nearly did so against the Leinster Schools, 
but he dropped the ball going over the line 
—probably from sheer surprise.

DISCUSSION AT GENERAL 


COUNCIL 
—— 
M~ T. F. McGAHON (Dundalk), at 


yesterday’s meeting of the General 

Council of County Councils in Dublin, 
took exception to certain clauses ‘in the Local 
Government Bill, 1940, now before the 
Oireachtas. Under Section 21, he said, the 
Minister was taking power to fix certain 
qualifications, and any officer of long-standing 
who had not these qualifications would either 
have to be dismissed or have to resign. That 
was placing a grave responsibility on the 
Minister and a serious disadvantage on officers 
of long service. 

He was opposed to parish councils also. 
It would be a good thing to have smaller local 
bodies, but they should be representative 
bodies. It would be better if the Minister 
srovided machinery for the appointment of 
ocal councils. 

Mr. D. L. O’Gorman (Cork) said that the 
parish councils would be self-constituted and 
could proceed to do anything they liked. It 
was flying from one extremity to another to 
give a body that had no mandate from the 
people the spending of money. 

Captain Scott (Donegal) said that there was 
nothing in the bill to provide funds for these 
parish councils. They were advisory bodies. 

Mr. D. Allen (Wexford) said that it was 
open to the people in any parish to form them- 
selves into bodies of this sort. Everybody 
had a right to take part in that election. 
That was real democracy. 

Mr, D. L. O’Gorman said all this talk about 
democracy was mooushine. Every year and 
atep by step power was being taken from the 
county councils. If these parish councils were 
to be constituted they should be elected and 
lave a mandate from the people. 


SILLY CRITICISM 


Mr. Malachi Sweetman (Enniscorthy) said 
that the duty of parish councils would be to 
help to carry out the different bills passed 
by the Oireachtas. It was nearly impossible 
to carry out any bill at present owing to the 
silly and stupid criticism in villages and 
country districts. 

Mr. H. O’Donnell, Sligo, said that he was 
opposed to parish councils. What could these 
councils do if they had no money and were 
dependent on the county councils, which 
themselves had no power? 

Mr. D. Healy, Clare, said that parish 
councils would be mere ‘‘red ticket’’-givers 
and the County Councils were not much 
more. The country was run by officials who 
came up to Dublin for consultation with the 
Minister. The parish councils were merely 
part of the political game. 

The Chairman (Mr. T. Condon, Meath) said 
that this Local Government Bill was a neces- 
sary sequel to the Managerial Act. There was 
very little in this bill, but its purpose was to 
throw back on the people the initiative in 
local affairs, This was the most hopeful 
hill introduced since the inception of the 
Dail, and it was giving power to the people 
to clear away the very things about which 
they were complaining. 

Mr. T. Lynch (Waterford) said that de- 
mocracy did not enter into this matter, as 
they had a dictator in the County Manager. 

Alderman J. Aylward, Waterford Borough, 
said that the parish councils were a step in 
the right direction, but if they were to he 
given spending powers there would have to 
be some method of election. 

On the suggestion of the Chairman it was 
decided to drop the matter, and the next 
business was proceeded with. 

The Council unanimously decided to re- 
commend to the Government that the Road 
Improvement Grants be maintained at a simi- 
‘lar amount to that of the current year. 

On the motion of Alderman Aylward, 
Waterford, it was decided to take steps to 
secure from the Department of Local Govern- 
ment permission to use grant moneys for the 
development of housing sites.

The trial was continued yesterday of James 
Brady, aged 22, his wife, Jean Brady, aged 
93, and his mother, Anne Brady, of Gannon 's 
Cross, Drumgorry, Co. Cavan, on the charge 
of murdering Pauline Devine, infant child 
of Jean Brady, between June 29 and July 9, 
1939. 
Francis Flanagan, Keeney, Cloverhill, said 
that he did net see or hear a baby at Brady's 
on the night after Tommy Myles was 
drowned. 

Detective Sergeant Delany, Monaghan, gave 
evidence of James Brady taking him to a 
wood near Enniskillen, where he said: ‘‘ This 
is the spot where I put the body.” Brady 
said he had covered the body with leaves and 
moss. When asked was it not strange that 
there was no trace of the body or its clothes, 
Brady said to the detective sergeant: “' It is 
strange. Honest to God, I am telling the 
truth, and I do. not think ye are believing 
me.” When asked if he had buried the 
child elsewhere, Brady replied: “God knows 
I did not know what I was doing. This is 
causing me plenty of worry. I wish I was 
dead.” About two miles on the Enniskillen 
side of Lisnaskea, Brady pointed out a part 
of the road, and said: ‘‘I think this is the 
place where the child died.” He said that 
he had baptised it in a pool of water. Brady 
said that both his wife and he had gone to 
confession in Enniskillen, and told the priest 
that the child had died on its way to be 
baptised. The priest had said that was un- 
fortunate. , 

The State case concluded. . 
Mr. Roe, K.C., asked for a direction in 
favour of Jean Brady, as the onus rested on 
the State to prove the death of the baby, 
that the death of the baby had been caused 
by violence or criminal neglect,. or that 
violence or criminal neglect had been caused 
by Jean Brady. There was no evidence of 
that, he submitted. 

Mr. Nolan Whelan, K.C., submitted the 
same grounds for a direction in favour of 
James Brady. 

Mr. O’Brien submitted that no legal evi- 
dence of the death of the baby had been 
adduced, and asked for a direction in favour 
of Anne Brady. 

Mr. McLoughlin, replying to the submis- 
sions of counsel for the defence, contended 
that there was clearly an admission of the 
fact of death by Anne Brady. 

Mr. Justice Maguire refused all three appli- 
cations. 

The further hearing will be continued to- 


day. á
